The list of Churches called to tho

Advisory Council to bo hold in Plymouth
Churcb, Brooklyn, on tho 16th of Fob-ruar- y,

has been published. It comprises
171 Churches of Now York, Now Jer-
sey, Pennsylvania, Maine, Now Hamp-
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Ilhodo
Island, Connecticut, Ohio, Indiana,
Michigan, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa,
Minnesota, Missouri, Kansas and Dis-

trict of Columbia, bosldes a numbor of
minlstors without chargo. Tho list does
not contain tho namo of any Now York
City or Brooklyn Church.

The public debt statement for Janu-r- y

shows a reduction for tlio month of
$1,699,105; coin in Treasury, 873.C01,-37- 5;

currency in Treasury, $11,992,580;
coin ccrtlllcatcs, $34,601,400; special
deposits of legal-tender- s, $4,000,000;
outstanding legal-tender- s, $371,273,140.

The Commlttco on I'lnaneo in tlio
Senate has referred to tho Comptroller
of tho Currency, for tho expression of
his viows, tho bill to nuthorizo tho for-

mation of National Banks with capital
as small in- - $50,000, without restriction
as to tho population of tho placo whoro
thoy may bo located. .

The Houso Committeo on Indian Af-

fairs has finally decided not to recom-
mend any appropriations to satisfy any
claim for losses sustained by Indian
depredations . Tho committeo takes tho
ground substantially that tho Govern-
ment is not liablo to pay for Indian dep-

redations, cither out of tho general
Treasury or Indian trust fund annuities.
Representative 'I.ano of Oregon will
make a minority report, contending that
tho Government is bound in one way or
another to pay well established claims
for losses occasioned by acts of its In-

dian wards.

Ik tho United States District Court nt
St. Louis, on t!i 1st, tlio trial of

Maguifle was brought to a
summary conclusion by tho defendant
entering a plea of guilty as to tho
charges of neglect of olllciul duty. As
to tho chargo that ho acted in collusion
With tho King and pnrtlclpntod in the
profits thereof, tho District-Attomo- y

stated that tho Government would aban
don tho prosecution of that count, inas-

much as ihey had no evidence to sup-

port tho charge. A nolle pros, was ac-

cordingly entered to this count and a
plea of guilty as to tho others.

In tlio United States District Court at
St. Louis, on the 1st, Judge Dillon over-

ruled a motion to vacato an order re-

quiring tho President of the Western
Union Telegraph Company to produce
certain telegrams passing between Or- -

villo E. Babcock, John McDonald, John
A. Joyco and Mrs. Kato M. Joyce, on
tho ground that tho order was improvi
dently mado. Tho Judgo held that tho
dispatches wero sufficiently described
in tho subpoena duces tecum, and. that
tho dispatches must uo prouuecu in
court.

In tho United Statos District Court at
Indiannpolis, on tho 1st, tho following
named parties wero sentenced for illicit
whisky operations : Philip U. Lbcrwine,
G. T. Simonson, D. M. Lewis, Harrison
Miller, Wm. Mumford, II. B. Snyder,
Alfred M. McQuff, and John E. Phillips,
each two years in tho Southern Indiana
Penitentiary, and a ilno of $1,000; Jas.
K. Hill, three years in tho Peni-

tentiary and a lino of $1,000; Thomas
Kobb, ono year in tho Gibson County
Jail, and a lino of $1,000; Henry
Jacques, Christopher Coconour, John
F. Crisp and Dennis Noilly, each six

months in tho Gibson County Jail, and
a fino of $500; Goo. Hogan, six months
in tho Vandorburg County Jail, and a
lino of $500. Passing sentence upon J.
W. Bingham has been postponed for a
few weeks longer.

The latest, in many respects tlio sad-

dest, case of forgery recently reported,
is that of Mrs. Ellen S. Tupper, of Des

Moines, Iowa, a lady widely known
throughout tho country by her writings
on nnd practical success in beo culture.
It is now known that for two years this
ladv has met her pressing pecuniary ob

ligations by forging tho names of well
known business men asindorsersforher
paper, her operations being extended
widely throughout tho State. Her plan
ennuis to have been, when detected
in ono placo, to raiso on forged notes
monev in another placo to savo herself.
From her well-ktiow- n reputation and
wide-extend- acquaintance among tho
most prominent business men of tho

State, and her liitliorto uniiicuiisuuu

namo for honesty and probity, sho
could easily do this. It is charltablo
to bollovo that tho unfortunato woman
is insano, as tho rocklossness with
which sho conducted hor opera-

tions in many cases gives a fair
presumption. On tho 29th ult. sho was
arrcsUsd and taken to Montlcello, Jones
County, where sho had negotiated about
$2,000 worth of notes bearing tho forged
indorsement of John Hodgdon, of o.

Mrs. Tupper is a very rcmarka-bl- o

woman, and by her own exertions
had raised to womaabpod and highly
educated three daughters, all of whom
aro fitted to occupy tho highest position
in society.

A KKi'onT, presenting tho results of
investigation into tho Bromerhaven ex- -

has been published by thoSloslon, authorities. According to his
own deposition, tho namo of tho perpe-
trator was William King Thompson.
Ho was born in Brooklyn, in 1830. His
parents, who emigrated from Hamburg
to America, aro now living in Virginia.
Thompson was taken prisoner when run
ning tho blockade during tho late war
in tho United States. He escaped and
lied South, where ho passed under tho
namo of Thomas, Ho men-

tioned A. Midlora Skidmorc, of Now
York, as an accomplice, but mado no
refcronco to other accomplices. Ills
wifo supposed his namo was Alexander.
Ho had a tattocd arm. There is no
evidence that ho entered into relations
with thoune'erwriters, or plotted against
tho safety of tho vessels previous to
1874, nor is thero any evidence, except
an insuranco of 3,000 marks on tho bar-

rel which exploded, that ho insured
any goods to bo shipped by tho Moscl
or Deutsehland. Observations made
by Thomson point to the
conclusion that ho intended to hand a
small box to tho officers of tho Moscl,
declaring it contained greenbacks, and
that ho intended to havo tho box in-

sured. In 1874, Thomson insured goods
on tho steamer Hhcino for i.'O;0OO,

through Barings, of Londtilii His wife's
ovidenco showslnat previous to his de-

parture, in November, 1875, Thomson
anxiously waited for a letter from Eng-
land, which ho concealed when it

Sly wife and family aro strong Catholics,
but I am not. That, however, Is nobody's
business. 1 bcllcvo in the common schools,
and don't stop at the Httlo matters that
seem to bo exaggerated by tho press. In
some quarters, however, those schools aro
extr..,agant and Indulge in costly luilldln
and expensivo teachers, so as to be too
heavy a burden on tho This
tendency ought to bo checked, which may
easily be dono without making it a political
question. st will rcgulato this,
and mako these free schools to all and eapa'
ble of imparting tho rudiments of a good
Knglish education.

gorical pieco entitled "Tho Great
at Robinson's Opera-hous- e in

Cincinnati, on tho afternoon of tho 5th,
a panic occurred, caused by an alarm of
fire. Thero was immediately a general
stampede of tho audienco towards tho
doors, and in the crush which ensued
ten persons were killed and many oth-

ers seriously injured. At tho time of tho
panic tho house waj packed to its ut.
most capacity, tho pcrformanco being
given for a charitablo purpose and
somo 500 school children taking part
therein. A largo part of tho audienco
was also composed of children, it being
a holiday in tho public schools. It is
said that tho alarm of firo was caused
by tho flashing of a calcium light used
in tlio piece. Tho vast crowd, moved
by a common impulse, nt once rushed
for tho doorway. The peoplo in the
rear, mad with fear, pressed upon
those in front, shouting and curs-

ing. Men, I terror-stricke- n, struck
down helpless women nnd
children in front, or climbed over their
heads to tho top of tho staircase, and
precipitated themselves upon tho
screaming and bleeding muss of chil-

dren and women in tho hallway. A few
heroic men placed themselves near the
doorway and endeavored to assure tho
people there was no danger, and an ef-

fort was mado from tho stage to stop
tlio mad career of the af-

frighted audience, but noth-

ing could cheek tho panic until
many had been trampled underfoot and
killed or maimed. Tho names of the
killed aro : Mrs. Alfred White and her
son Harry, aged 12; Mrs. Nancy Clark,
reported to have died from heart-diseas- e

Tekfeiison Davis has written a let

deaf car was turned. I will not attempt,
from 'memory, to write the report mado to
me of the incidents of this mission.
